V, Olds and in cowplianco iri, th the inemorandum of Chief, SI, dated 2P K*b« 
ruary, l^dS, the following information is furnished: 


A. sracii'ic ciiiTicisw, part iv 

(a) Lack of suffici ent t r anaiwrtatlon 


On 2d April 1944 a request for t«ro trucks, two firo-pns- 
songer sedans, and four Jeeps was made by this section to the Procuro*>ent 
and Supply Branch. The requisition was approved, and a cargo number was 
given to tills order. This requisition, however, was later cancelled by the 
Procurenent and Supply Branch and the reason given was that these vehicles 
ware obtainable in the theater (copy of the requisition attached hereto 
for your information). 


Subsequent to this cancellation, Mr. Scawporine urgea in 
reports to us on several occasions that something be done to obtain vehicles 
for his use, as a lack of transportation was hampering his operations over- 
seas. Concurrently this section submitted memoranda lo the Chief, SI, 
pointing out the need for transf'ortation to carry out our work overseas. 


On 24 Februarj', 1945, Col, Joseph Kodrigo submitted a 
memoranduni to the Executive Officer, SI, Washington, outlining the short- 
age of transportation in Italy, and pointing out the importance of having 
adequate transportation facilities for the successful procurement of in- 
telligence. 


The Chief, SI, on March 1945, forwarded a nemoranduir to 
Col. Glavin, stating that he had been Informed the Italian Division was 
being greatly haodicapsted by lack of motor cars, and requesting that three 
five-paasenger cars and two station wagons be allocated to the Italian 
Division, SI, out of a recent shipment of motor cars to the theater. 


(b) 




A memorandum dated 29 December 1944, requesting c«»rtain 
supplies, was forwarded +<j Chief SI, and approved by Mm. However, this 
request was lot^jr cancelled with a notation that uirfer Oeneral Order No. 
75— 4, these items shoiild now bo available in the theater. Accordif% to 
this General Order, the Strategic Services officers shotild normally have 
a stock pile of so-called barter items, etc.

( c) Personnel 

Since the return of Cpl. Olds, tho question of personnel 
has been soraowhst improved, even though we have no assurances that section- 
trained stonogrsrihers, transistors or typists, oanaar’'-’ d for a parti cular 
assi jnrnent, will reach their destination, for upon their arrival in Italy, 
the Csserta h' adquartora frequently diverts this type of personnel to other 
branches depending upon their conception of tho needs in tho theater. 

l^oroign persons In key positions 

Tho specific problem of timely cooperation with foreign 
personages in key positions, laerjtionod in part four of Cpl. Olds’ report, 
liras based upon his request for four tires that was tmdo to him by t!io Crown 
Prihoe of Italy. Cpl. Olds, through Ur. Soamporino, triad to fulfill this 
request, but either because of a laok of cooperation on tho part of our OSS 
representatives in Casorta or due to the difficulty of procuring th* tires, 
the favor request<id by the Crosm Prince was not fulfilled. Tho tlrai ra- 
questod by Cpl, Olds were items hot normally oarriod in stock by the Stra- 
tegic Services officers, but could have either boon purchased in the opan 
rurked or procured through the Quartermaster Corps, 

As you will recall, tho Crown Prince was later appolntad 
Lvogotonentc of tlic flenlm, and it is quite probable that our relationship 
with the Prince and members of tho Royal houaohold could have bean camertted 
earlier had we boon able to do the favors requested of us. 

(e) Overseas Pouch 

Tho CtCLef, SI, by a recent rae3ir>raijdui.i, has established a 
prcoodurc for the use of tho ovorsoas pouch for important contacts who are 
dealing with OSS. This procedure corjplotoly solves the problem Indicated 
in Opl. Olds' report.

£. On 13 July 1944, our Kaploo conliog*nt aov«J to Hemm to 
continue and augment our work there. I continued and expanded ny 
contacts with the Italian Foreign Office, Shortly after oiy arrival, 

I was asked by Col, Ricoa to undertake th* project of gathering in- 
tolHgence on JaiJan, It. Natoli had gone into Saa* with th* 3 Force 
and had made a report of (tie investigation on Jaiianesa intelUgenee, 
but he had not yet produced anything concrete. I discussed the aetter 
with Hr. Prunas, Secretary General of the Italian Foreign Office, «ho 
accorded us his whole-hearted cooperation by ordering all hie subcr* 
dinates to permit my agent (a fonaar maabar of th* Foreign Office) to 
nake available to him all the r^^p'orts and docujoenta th* office laight 
have pertaining to Japan. Aa a result, we uambad tliat office and 
Various other Italian ailnlstrlea for information and much was produced, 

I was Inforiaad by a^y contacts in th* Foreign Office tJiat under their 
Jurisdiction the Italian Govemmant maintained th* "Istltuto dell* 

Bstremo e Viedlp Orient*" which interested itself with gathering 
information on Japan and th* Far Seat. Although G-2, PV.B and other 
Allied agencies had been there before us, yet w* found certain aecret 
underground chambers that yielded us a wealth of Information on 
Japan. I found out that In Rone there was located the International 
Agriculture institute which is established by and functiooe under a 
certain Geneva Convention, Wy Foreign Office agent was personally 
acquainted wiU> a msmbor of the iLalian delegation there. The result 
was that this Italian professor at t^ie Institute was the only nan w* 
could find wlio could read our Japanese written material, and In 
addition he turned over to me a large vol^uB* of his own mterial on 
Japan. I was told that any information on atmospheric ccnditiacu 
in and around Japan would bo welcome. I discovered Prof, Rredia, 
the foremost meteorologist in Italy, who ioforiaed me that he had a 
lot of jrivato data on meteorological variatloDS in Japan and the 
Asiatic coastal area. As a result, h* ha* compiled a detailed atudy 
on the subject which has already reached Washington. Uany other 
sources of Japanese intelligeiM* were found snd explored and th* 
amount and quality of intelllgenoe on Japan that w* got wut of Home 
was gratifylivg. In this project, I was undar Uie able eupervisicn 
of Col. Rlcca, who also collaborated In gathering our Japanese aaterlal 
with his contacts in 3HI, th* Italian Naval, War and AerooauticaX MialsUiM. 

Vihile I was engagsd in gathering Japanese intelligesK*, It was 
called to ay attention by Sgt. Ralph Ciluisi (who was aasisUiig no in 
this work) that a certain Brunettl, an Italian Colooal in th* Itallaa 
Aeronautical Ulnlstry, had been Aeronautical Attache to th* Italian 
Embaesy in Japan. It appeared that he adght be In poesession of valuable 
material on Japan. It. Natoli htd mantioned him in hi# rapoi^ Iwt caUy 
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a«»ualljr, I otllad thl* wttar tj th« attantlon of Ool. kiatm, «tio,

Having in mind that Italy hao bean Invadad foot by foot and 
as a raault has aufrorod appalling davastatlon, I faal confidant in 
stating that, as a whole, oar living conditions >«ra fairly good, 

Tfiero wsra occasions whan tha propar working facilitlaa were lacking, 
or waru not provided on a acalu wa fait our work raqaired, yat wa 
got by in some manner. Howavtr, to be able to do a good Job in 
gathoring political and econamlc intelllgatKe of a high larel, ora 
rnust deal with people In high places in government, finance and in- 
dustry. This, perforce, means that the agent should be able to create 
and maintain a high grade of personal preatige. It cannot ba hoped 

tliat people in key positions would be willing to mingle with an Amarican 

who might turn out to ba a nonentity. V/e should baai’ in mind that Intal- 

ligancB ia not obtained like one gets a pieco of pie from tha autoawt 

by simply inserting a nickel in the slot. The agent ahould kaow all about 
tha people ho la dealing with— thair friends, their habits and interaata, 
thair family life, their virtues and their vices, their upbringing and 
history, thair mental, political and aconouic affiliations anl outlook, 
etc. Tha agent must be capable of building up in the minds of the 
people in key positions that ha is & parson of importanoo, that he, 
too, occupies a key position In his cirganiaation and that his orga^xatlon 
wields treiaandous power back home. Such parsons ordinarily are glad 
to collaborate in tha gathering and compiling of aoraly naodad Infoiv 
mation when they are convinced that such inforaaition will get into 
proper channels back home where it can be utilised to enlighten 
officials who are charged with the all-important task of making decisions 
on policy that will profoundly affect the mtual intaraats snd relations 
of Italy and tha United States. If I may ba }>aralttad to nska a gansrie 
crlticlsui on the field conditions under which I had to work, tha one 
I would like to omphaslse ia this one, namely, that wa, as agents In 
tha field, ware not senricad in a isanner bafittlng tha high-level work 
that wa ivara cslXed upon to do, but on tha other hand, ware haaparad by 
111-conalderad limitations and restrictions imposed not by our IsMadiata 
superior, Ur. dcawporino, but mostly by tha litaltaticns and rastrictiona 
placed on him. If the field agent is resourceful, iias a level head and 
a strong moral character, he shcadd be trusted and wide latitude of 
action and diacretlon given him. If he is not discreet and trustworthy, 
than ho should not bo Uiare at all.

Food rations wany ti.wss ai'u aora 
helpful in securing information than otoney, but I was Inforaed in 
iioos that wc could not ba given any, since Uuart«raiaster would not 
permit drawii^; of oj)«rational supplies, 

c. Prior to Ootobor 1944, tbsra wsa a aomplata lack of 
trained dtdno.-TranalaLors and typists. I Imve heard rumors to the 
effect timt this condition aas brought about by the Cil3 ori'snlsatlonml 
policy of proselyting all stsnograi)l>ers aa soon as they arrived in 
Naples , Pei-atamel oarraarkad for a particular section or branch did 
not, aa n rule, report to that branch but \«aro diverted on orders 
from Cassrta. However, it Is impraaalon at present that Mr. 
Scamporino lias overcor.w aojue of the aforementioned difficulties . 

Tne doing of favors for i>sople in key positions is most 
helpful. Many people are not interested in being paid atoney, but 
call on us to help them in other ways. When it is possible to do 
these favors without endangering our interests we should be assisted 
in gettinij these favors dons. 

£. Tlio use of the pouch has been one of the most fruitful 
means of not only doing key people a fkvor but also ia |sttih< rsal 
intelligence, A Istter or d doousMnt that such a person asks us to 
transmit may not contain direct intjelligenos but it is valtiable to us 
in finding outwwhat are that persons interests end frlsnds, bis firuuv> 
oial affairs, or faiidly affairs, his msntal and peyohlbal suU#-up. 

To dsul affectively with s person in high position, aa agsnt ahould 
know all about that which enters into his total personality. Thas# 
things oan be disolossd in letters on# writsa to frisnd* and acqualo- 
tanoes — even though the ooonunioatlon may be entirely devoid of Infq*^ 
laation that could ba termed Intslliitence . I understand that our pouch 
from overseaa is now closed to the transmission of these ccwtKinicatians,

Including tho most secret 
of operations, because lack of knowledge In 
finance leads to revelation of secret opera- 
tions tlirough tlie handling of tlie financial 
end which Is always an integral part of any 
operation and In Itself must bo planned to 
permit proper execution without breach of 
security." 

If clandestine operations are to be conducted sue- 
cessAilly In enemy, enemy-occupied, and neutral tarrltorlww, 
tho agents and operatives must have adequate fxmdi In thw 
currency in use In tho territory or territories In which 
tho operations are being conducted. In order to have sup- 
plies of tlio necessary c urrenclea available for such opera- 
tions, it la, of course, necessary for tho Finance Bxv.oh 
to have an Intlioate knowledge of the nature and the aeope 
of t}ie operations which are to be undertaken. Special Fund* 
Branch, 033, has an enviable record In this regard. Although 
Special Funds Branch has faced a difficult task in proc'ir- 
Ing the varied currencies peculiar to the areas throughout 
the world In v/hich OSS operations have been conducted, 
through close coordination between Special Funds Branch end 
the operational branches of OSS in both Washington and thw 
field, field operations of the agency have never bwwn held 
up rv rendered Insecure tlirougli lack of sufficient funds in 
the proper Cirroncles, 
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5. "The central office should bo well s t af 

with accountants who arc Tamil lar wltli 
operations on a world y/ldo scale." 

It l3 not clear what !.;r. Bland Mans by tho tom 
"central office." Preauinably, ho refers to headquarters 
in vVaoijlnr^ton rather than the base in each theatre. 

Special !\inds Branch has an accoontlnc and audit division 
In Its vVasbln^'ton office r/hlch is charged with the keep- 
ing of books and records on all unvouchcrod funds. This 
dlvifilono ' 8 Washington staff Is proaontly composad of six 
accountants, assietod by the necessary s tsnographera and 
clurlcs. It trains Special Funds field ropresontatlvos , 
recruited In the United States, prior to their overseas 
asoignments. Although there ware no fixed precedents for 
an accounting procedure I'or special funds, a highly de- 
tailed and coordinated accounting system has boon de- 
veiopod for the use of all OSS Installations. The most 
recent instructions issued by Special Funds Branch on a 
"Uniform Accounting Procedure" are attached hereto. This 
accounting system should certainly bo made availablo to 
any new Intalllgonce agency which might be created in 
the future, 

6. "By the advice and cooperation of the above 

mentioned men the overall system should be 
wall worked out In detail before any missions 
are sent out; this system should be adequate 
but not too rigid." 

The rocomiaondatlon that missions should be briefed 
on finance niatters sliould be followed. The experience of 
Special Jhinds Branch Indicates that such briefing cannot 
bo standardized but must bo "tailor-made" for the par- 
ticular mission. Instructions on the use of funds, de- 
tails of accounting, receipts and documentary evidence 
v/hlcli should bo procured, etc., vary according to the lo- 
cale In which the mission will operate and the duration 
and extant o,f Its operations. Lectures In the use of 
funds have bean given by Mr. Emerson Bigelow of Special 
Funds Branch at schools run by Schools and Training Branch. 
General instructions in accounting for f'lnds night alao 
bo given during the studeni;'3 schooling but more detailed 
instructions must necessarily await the foimatlon of the 
particular mission. These Instructions are usually glwan 
by Special Funds Officers In the field to the person or 
persons in the mission who arc charged with the reapooalbli- 
ity of handling the funds. Where missions proceed di- 
rectly to the field from Waalilngton, the Instruction' are 
given by Special Funds Branch, Washington. The isiportaiice 
of this recommendation cannot be overemphasised, since It 
la basic to an orderly and accurate finance and account- 
ing procedure. _ — — 
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7. "All mlaslona sent out should. If possible, 

havo in tlio group a finance trained ln~ 
dlvidunl preferably an aocovmtant to insure 
the proper handling of funds from the first 
Instance. If this is not practical, one 
adaptable mainbor of the group should be 
trained In the finance offleo thoroughly so 
that the contrai or hone office could be 
assured of proper records 'which are com- 
pletely intorprotable, " 

This auggeetion ia an orapli j'lcatlon of Mr. Bland’s 
fourth suggestion, k'halie it would be highly desirable 
from a financial and accounting standpoint to staff every 
nisalon with a trained and exporloncod finance officer, 
the number of such trained personnel required in an 
operation on the scale of OSS makes the suggestion Im- 
practicable, It has been foimd most difficult to procure 
the relatively limited number of such personnel neces- 
sary to staff the Washington headquarters and base field 
officps. furthermore, the additional expenses of liaving 
specialists of this type v^lth each mission would prob- 
ably be justified in only rare cases. iVhat is more, 
from a security and operational standpoint, it would not 
be feasible to havo an additional man on small missions 
for this sols purpose, iiowever, the suggestion that an 
aduptible morabor of the group should be trained in finance 
should be followed wherever circumstancos permit, 

8. "The homo or central office should be set up 

from trie very beginning on a large scale 
capable of a comploto and detailed control 
over the whole field so that coordination 
of the v;oricl-wide organization could be of- 
focblvaly handled. Particularly with regard 
to policy, care should be exercised on this 
point, so US not to strangle the operation." 

The term "home or central office" presumably means 
headquarters ..in _'iVashlngton. The growth of the organiza- 
tion in the i'leld necessarily determines the site of 
the headquarters office. Until the scope of field ojjera- 
tions is known, it is obviously impossible to fix the 
size of tho staff in Washington, 

9. "In a war time organization such aa (>3S, 

Civil Service for employees znould be com- 
pletely olijiilnated because of their very 
nat\ira war time operations do not lend 
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tLamsoivos to tho rod tape of Civil 
Service. At tho Inception of such an 
organisation all e/uployeos TPflio eira draftad 
from Civil Service should bo glvon Bxcaptad 
Appointments at tho instance, so that tha 
policy for payroll can be sot up and handiad 
without the Interference of atto/r.ptlng sat 
pay In accordance with Civil Service ragu- 
lations, which by tholr very nature, are 
a inlsflt In a war time oporatlon. overseas . 

The payrcll policy, however, should be a 
complete and detailed payroll system which 
Is designed to embrace ail special eases 
In a uniform and unquestionable manner." 

Mr. Bland's suggestion that no personnel should be 
sent overseas on Civil Service is at variance with the 
general attitude of Special Funds Officers In tha field. 

He states that payroll policies should bo established 
and handled without the Interference of fixing salaries 
In accordance with Civil Service regulations. But on 
the other hand he says that payroll policy should be 
complete and detailed, and should bo designed to atnbraco 
all cases in a uniform and unquestionable manner. Civil 
Sorvlce regulations are Intended to accomplish the result 
which Mr. Bland desires. It is obvious that for security 
reasons Civil Service procedures cannot bo followed In 
the cases of agents and operatives, In addition, such 
regulations usually cannot be complied with a a respects 
personnel in neutral countries and In areas where Treasury 
Department pay facilities are not available, etc. Hut 
Mr. Bland has not set forth any arguments, other than 
a broad allegation of red-tape, against hirli^g clerical, 
stenographic, and general administrative personnel on 
Civil Service at bases such as London, Algiers, etc. While 
It Is absolutely necessary for an agency such as OSS to 
have the maximum flexibility In arranging the toriBS of 
omployinent for a large number of Its personnel, we are 
not satisfied that Civil Service Is not workable and 
satisfactory as regards the average administrative «s- 
ployee stationed at large overseas bases. Hie comments 
would bo equally applicable to all war agencies , 

10. "An audit group should be sot up, staffed 
with well trained C.F.A.'a. These men 
to travel from theater to theater com- 
pleting audits and unifying systems to the 
benefit of tiie organisation, tills group 
should maKe their report direct to the 
central or home office, such a procedure 
would be beneficial both to the home 
office and to the men In the field. Theee 
men should bo trained in the audit fun 
very completely."

IXirlng tha flrat part of July plans wars fonailatad for tha tioaa 
of Haadctuartars to Oaaarta, Italy. Oolonal Rodrigo aaalcnad ma with 
tha raaponalbility of praparlng tha nova of tha Intalliganoa Saotlca 
to Oaaarta. Thla mora oallad for tha rearrangacaant of tha daaka. Tlss 
Franob and Spanish deeka wora to raoain in Algiara, tha Italian and Swlaa 
daaka wara to ooro to Oaaarta and tha Inbor dask to Bari.

At a Planning Boaxd idaating on S8 Aoguat 1944 I waa oalaotod 
bT Oanaral Donoran to or^uilsa an oil aoraay tOM to tif into Baoanla 
with the least poaalbla dalaj', with tha ailaMeo of nohlag a anrrajr of 
the bonb damage to tha raflntrlaa In tha PlOortl aroa. With tba 
asBlstanoe of two other offloara tha taan waa aalaetod, orvanlsod, briefed 
and equipped, and In 4 daya landed In Baobaraot, Sawaala. I bare aab- 
mitted a paraooal report with platorlal ooraraga of tbla alaaloa oe 
will not go Into datalla. In addition to ay partloipatloc in aarTa 3 rlag 
the raflnaiy bomb damage, I aaalstad In the rounding up of Boondad 
airman In Isolated arena of Rumania.

After this aselgmient waa completed, I rerwartad back to tha 
Intelllgenoe Staff where to do liaison work batwaaa our Haadquartera 
and AfHO,. 

As the Intalllgenoa Staff was oTorstaffad, I felt tbmt 
could not be utilized to their best adrantage, so reqnealMhat j^be 
returned to Washington, D.C. for reaselgnraant In another Theater. 

Conditions In the field which might be l ^pr orwd ! Oa tlm ateole, 
tha work In tha fle^ld was carried oct Ysry sfflolantly, with good 
results. I do ballsTs that IntslUganos has basm the moet oatstandlag 
branch and has aocosqpllshed more than any of the others. It la a 
little lata In tha war to bring this point up but It Is sy faellag 
that the recruitment of parsonnal oould hawa beam handled batter. 
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At tbtt b«Klnnln« ther* w«a a oritloal sbort«g« of paraoimal and May 
raq^uasta wera made on Waahlngton. Tha sa »q.ua at a wara flllad vary 
alowly nnd Inta^by VMahln^ciD and towarda tha last nontha of 1944 
paraonnal aturtad to arrlra In largo numbora. At tbla tlM I could 
aao that tha work waa already alaclconlng off. I do not know «(>a4 
InforaatloD waa aaut back from tha field but do faal that sooathljig 
should baTs boon dona to stop scae of this paraonnal from easing 
OTar which would have boon a great aaving In transportation coats. 

Spaolflo dlfflcultlea in tha field of whiob I i>eraonally 
’“ baeama aware : Aa everybody can well appraoiata tha agaut who 
opamtas behind the lines Is the backbone of our organisation. When 
ha raporte to Headauartera bo should bava a suitable plaao to itay 
Whara ragular meals oould be served. This btllst should be located 
away froni Headquartera and proper loaana aet up for bla recaption, ato. 

To my tcnowladga, every time an agent arrived, tbare was 
oonfualoD aa to where be was to aleap and eat and bow ha oould be 
isolated for security reasons, lliere were repeated requests mads 
on aervlces by SI to have places requisitioned for this purpose 
but ror aOffie reason wore never fulfilled to the satlsfaetion of 
SI, I reoommend that a wall organized and coordinated plan be 
set up la all Tbeators to make tha agent feel weleoaM for the W/.'k 
he has acooapllshed and that hie stay be made ea confortabls aa poa* 
Bible and located In such a billet so he can ba Isolated for OSS's 
security aa wall aa bis own, I am aura that this can be aeooapllahad 
with a little foresight and planning.

In th# 
oapaoity of intorpretor. U» alao took orar the O.W.T. laotlon and hanctlad 
publicity, eto. Vftilla these duties took up all of his tisse they did paiy 
dividend* for he came to know practically everyone in Luanda peraonally and 
as a result was able to pather inteUigenca frost good aourcea without too 
much difficulty. 

It rauat be noted here that the Colony of Angola is peculiar in 
that Portuguese ia praotioally an exoluaive language and without a kn<wfXad{;a 
of it a foreigner la praotioally loat. No. 866 know* Portuguea# and he 
made it his bualneas to be on Hand and to help every American who eaiae to 
Luanda, This meant; additional contacts and afforded eaoellont oovar for 
aaslatanoe to OSS personnel whenever it wa* needed, for help to then * 

afforded no exception to the policy eatabllshed by hits. 


4. CnSJUMIGATIONS i Por two year* No. 366 aotad as cewaaiftiea- 
tionj llason with the other OSS repro aontatl vea working in Angola. During 
that period he served under five different Consul*, all of whon Inaisted 
and/or suggested at one time or another that they be given coplea of all re- 
ports and messages going out of the Luanda Consulate, 'H^ls was newar don*, 
four agent not only took oare of OSS telegram* but also assisted with *»•*- 
sages of the State Department and other U, S. GoremAent agenoie*, taking 
all of them peraonally to the radio and telegraph stations in Luanda. 

This not only covered OSS oOBmunioatlona but wa* th# direct cause of a 
gonernl speed up in all American oommunioation* out of Luandv., in addition 
to good will whioh was created as a result of this. lAsny tlssi* wa wara ahla 
to send out messages ahead of other* already in the telegraph offiea. at ae 
extra cost, merely because wo were on friendly term* with the operator* aad 
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they wore plonaed to be of ip«oi«l ier-rlo*.

QPRHATIOHS IH AlUiOU i Krom 1942 to late 194S the 
Axis natlonala In Anyola wore iiulto active. Koport* on their aotlvltlee 
were i'urnlahed from time to time. Those inclvtded otieok-up* on olandestliae 
radio stations, aubittarino rumors, IDD aotlvltlos and lllagal steal trrae« 
aotlona with Portuguese planters and traders. IXirlng t!ia past year the 
Germans In Angola have boon leading very quiet lives and hare shunned all 
publlolty. They admit defeat and are trying to Ingratiate theaaeelvoi In 
Portuguoao West Afrloa,

11. General 


Lt. Colonel Kranlc Fellcnor who was our Cewnunloatkine Chief for 
the Indla-Rurma and Chine Thoetere has done e maeterful job in letting 
up a complete Warehoueing and Supply eyatem, a» twell aa eatebtlahlng the 
ueoeaaary Contnunloations basei and sub.baiet for field aotivitlea. He 
he a oetabliahod a very favorable liaison with the Signal Corps eo thet 
he was able to draw radio supplies direct from thet orgenliatlon. All 
of till 3 was done with a very limited amount of personawl. 

I took along with me an SST»105, which Is a near type of 60 Watt 
Amplifier to be uaed in con junction with the 58ffl-l. This VP* wilt 
had been requested partioularly by Uajor Cosspton* s Group for field 
operations and approriisately seven weeks after the requeet was rwccl ■ :i, 
wo had designed and had wanufaotured 10 of these units. The first one 
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w*nt with m« »nd other* were shipped by »lr, I helped to Inetell 
this unit ttt Cox’s Beteer as the first field station in the i.rakaa 
show. Since that tisM, su>re of these have been produced and sent 
to the Thoeter for use. 

I also took alon;;; a new small Battery Heoeieer Type 33R>B>ii. 

This was an improved model of one whloh had alreeiiy been supplied in 
small quantities to the Theater. It was lariediately sent out Into the 
field in South Burnte for test and preliminary report* Aowed that it «a* 
working out very satisfactorily. Since that tlae, these Receiver* are 
boing shipped and air pouched and many of them are in operation at 
present. 

In ell Theaters, the main handicap to good Coeinsmioation* 
in field operations in a lack of reliabls touroe of portable power. 
Batteries ere very hard to procure and at the ssuse time have a very 
short life especially, for trenwltting. ^'ha portable Hand Generator 
can be used where the circuit will run for hours, but it i s Impossibls 
to have enough men to keep cranking the Generator, Small gasoline 
driver. GoneratorB have been supplied in limited quantities, but there 
again it is a matter of training the natives and obtaining tufficleot 
gasoline to maintain the engine. The most *ucceesful ooiabination 
in the Far East seems to be a HaadGonerator to operate the Tranaaitter 
and a battery oporiited Receiver, The SSTR-1 Tranamittar unit and 
the GU-46 Generator plus the S31-5-A and a Battery Pack has been uaad 
successfully, sources of Batteries in tJie Indla>Qur»a and China 

Theaters are two in number namely, the Signal Corps and the Hatlcsial 
Carbon who make a limited amount of batteries at their factory In Calewt^. 
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
